This little froek is made of cream. white serge, with an edging of white mohair braid on the jacket. It 
is a princesse frock, the pleated skirt being fastened underneath the jacket. The long jacket is slashed 
at the bottom, and opens in front on a plastron which is pleated to match the skirt.” In the pattern 
as in Figs. 6-13 join on the piece turned down on Fig. 7, Cut a double piece according to Fig. 6 of 

ining for the plastron, and cover it with the dress material pleated in the manner shown in the illustra- 
tion. Cut two pieces each from Figs. 7-9, 11, and 12 of the woollen goods and lining, and the collar and 
cuffs from Figs. 10 and 13; put a stiff interlining in the collar and cuffs. Join the fronts, side forms, 
and back as the corresponding figures indicate, and set the plastron underneath the right front from 11 
to i2. For fastening set a button-hole fly underneath the edge of the left front, and sew buttons along 
the left edge of the plastron. Sew on the collar from 11 to 19, and roll it along the dotted line. Cut a ~ 
foundation skirt of silesia lining, fourteen inches long and forty-eight inches wide around; face it four 
inches deep with the dress material at the bottom, and cover it with a pleating of the woollen goods. 
Join it to the bottom of the plastron and to the fronts, side forms, and back on the wrong side; pleat the 
extra fulness into the top of the back. Two ends of ribbon half a yard long are tied across the front, 
covering the seam made by joining on the skirt. Join the sleeves, trim them with the cuffs, and sew 
them into the armholes with 26 meeting 26 of the front.

The dress illustrated is of Gobelin blue ladies’ cloth braided with black braid. It has an undraped 
pleated skirt, which’ is braided on each side of the middle of the front, and has deep flaps on the sides 
that are orhamented with pocket flaps. The basque has a pleated yest of red surah, with rolled revers 
of the cloth on the sides. The foundation skirt of lining is two yards and three-eighths wide around the 
bottom, where it is faced three inches deep with cloth. A di pattern of the pleated cloth skirt is 

iven in Figs. 14 and 15; the full dimensions in inches are marked in the outlines of the diagram; the 

istances for the pleats and the braided panel are marked outside the edges, and are to be measured from 
the corners * and». Cut a double piece each according to Figs. 14 and 15, and cut the flaps for the sides 
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from Figs. 16 and 17. Hem Figs. 14 and 15 two inches deep at the bottom.. Cut the slit indicated by a 
double trae in the middle of Fig. 15. Braid the front on each side of the middle in the space which is 
shaded otf the pattern; the braid is three-eighths of an inch wide, and is set on in close curves, as shown 
in the Mlustration.

down, are accompanied by a reduced diagram of the whole pattern, showing the entire 
shape and how the various p:eces are joined. 

A long pattern with straight side edges, as, for instance, a long cloak, is often given 
shortened, with arrows indicating the direction in which the sides are to be lengthened. 
The amount to be lengthened is usually mentioned in the description, or else is indi- 
cated on 8 diagram. Most of the full-sized patterns are accompanied by a diagram in 
the text of the description, the object of which is to give a comprehensive view of the 
general outlines and the proportion of the various parts. 

Patterns of skirts, over-skirts, and draperies are usually given in reduced size, or 
else in the form of a diagram only. These diagrams are carefully graded, have the full 
dimensions in inches marked on them in plain figures, and have signs to indicate the 
pleats, etc. They answer every purpose of a full-sized pattern. Such garments are fre- 
quently composed of straight breadths only, and in most cases have very simple outlines, 
which are easily measured off and sloped with the diagram before one for reference. 

_ When 8 pattern is alike on both sides, only one side or half is given, and the middle 


pattern, the material is folded double, and the pattern laid on it with the middle line 
on the fold. The material must always be folded straight, that is, the fold must be 
even with the lengthwise thread, unless directions for folding on the bias are given in 
the description or indicated on the pattern. For certain articles—corsets, for example 
—the direction of the thread is marked on the pattern by parallel linea. 

No allowance is made for seams in any of the patterns given on the sheet, and this 
fact must always be borne in mind when cutting ont in the material. 

All patterns are marked with figures at the ends of the seams, and the seams must be 
So joined that like or corresponding figures will be bronght together. The signification 
Of the lines on a pattern, and of the various marks and signs, such as @, X, t, *, etc., 
is always mentioned in prac nr tang ove some cases, where the marks are at a dis- 
tance from the outline of pattern, they are connected with it by a plain etraighs 
line, which bas no further > ,
